LCD Watch/Pen 


OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack LCD Watch/Pen is a precision-made time piece and 
a high quality ball point pen. Its five-function watch lets you keep track 
of the month, date, hour, minutes, and seconds, and its elegant design 
lets you write in style and with ease. 

SETTING THE DATE AND TIME 

Use the two buttons at the end of the pen’s upper section to set the 
date and time. You can easily press button A with your finger. Use the 
point of another pen to press button B. 


CHANGING THE PEN’S INK CARTRIDGE 

Use a standard ballpoint refill (not supplied). 

1 . Rotate the pen’s lower section counterclockwise and remove it. 

2. Pull off the cartridge and remove off the spring from the top of the 
cartridge. 

3. Insert the new cartridge with the spring into the pen’s lower sec- 
tion. 


1 . Press A repeatedly until : flashes. 


2. Press B twice to set the month. A 
number between 1 and 12 appears 
on the left side of the display. 

Repeatedly press or hold down A 
until the current month’s number 
appears. 

Note: If you press B only once, the watch alternately shows the 
time and date until you press B a second time. 

3. Press B again to set the day. A number between 1 and 31 (depend- 
ing on the month) appears on the right side of the display. Repeat- 
edly press or hold down A until the current day of the month 
appears. 


4. Replace and rotate the lower section clockwise to secure it with 
the upper section. 

REPLACING THE BATTERY 

Your watch/pen comes with one 392A silver oxide watch battery for 
power. For the best performance and longest life, we recommend ei- 
ther a high quality silver oxide watch battery or an alkaline watch bat- 
tery. 

Cautions: 

• Use only a fresh battery of the required size and recommended 
type. 

• When the watch/pen stops operating properly, replace the battery. 



Note: The date February 29 is not available for selection. In a 
leap year, reset the day of the month on March 1 back to February 
28 in order to display the correct date for the remainder of the 
year. 

4. Press B again to set the hour. A number between 1 and 12 followed 
by :R (AM) or :P (PM) appears. Repeatedly press or hold down A 
until the current hour and fi or P appear. 

5. Press B again to set the minute. A number (such as :10) appears. 
Repeatedly press or hold down A until the current minute 
appears. 

Note: The seconds automatically reset to :00 when the minutes 
setting is changed. 

6. Press B again to start the watch. The set time appears on the dis- 
play. 

7. Press A. The month and date appear for about two seconds, then 
the current time appears. The flashing : indicates the watch has 
started. 

Notes: 

• Press A at any time to show the month and date for about two 
seconds. The current time then reappears. Hold down A to contin- 
uously display the month and date. 

• Press A twice to see the seconds. Press A again to return to the 
time display. 


• If you do not plan to use the watch/pen for an extended period of 
time, remove the battery. Batteries can leak chemicals that can 
destroy electronic parts. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptly and properly. Do not burn 
or bury them. 

Note: To prevent the battery from falling out, hold the pen vertically 
while replacing the battery. 


1 . Carefully pull off the pen’s upper section. 


2. Remove the battery and battery 
spring (if needed). Discard the old 
battery. 

Note: You might need to shake or 
tap the pen to remove the battery. 

3. Insert the battery (negative side 
up) into the hole on top of the 
pen’s lower section. Press the bat- 
tery spring on top of the pen’s 
lower section. 

4. Reinsert the pen’s upper section 
onto the lower section. 

5. Reset the date and time after 
replacing the battery.
